A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorneys kindly discussed the general nature of the 
invention "DEFLECTABLE CATHETER ASSEMBLY AND METHOD OF MAKING SAME " and what they feel are their 
novel improvments over the prior art thereof. Further applicant's attorneys discussed the claims and their scope as 
presently written. Specifically the feature and claim limitations concerning needle, needle lumen, and what area 
constitutes the cather (shaft or part of handle). Examiner explained how, when given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the claim language, the prior art of record, and any obvious modifications of prior art, anticipated the 
claims as written. It is examiners position that the prior art (as described in the final rejection) does disclose all 
sturctural components and these elements satisfy all functional, spatial, structural and operational limitations in the 
claims as written. It was recommended that applicant amend the claims to greater define the aspects of the invention 
that they consider novel (the structures and spatial orientation of the needle lumen and needle) and reasons why this 
feature is not shown in the prior art and is nonobvious over the prior art of record. Therefore, currently the rejections 
stand as proper.
